Bur, by Vertue of Her Ma- 
ieſty s Gracious Reprieve, he was Reſpited 
anti! this day, &c. As for his Birth, he was 


Born at Tr#r0in Cornwall, then ſent Appren- 


tice to a Captain of a Ship, after this he was 
made a Captain ofa Merchant Man to the Weſt 
Indias himſelf, after that he Commanded a 
Ship in the laſt Dutch Wars, where (to ſay 
the Truth') he behaved himſelf with a great 
deal of Candor and Courage, airerwards he 
fell into decay, and had Contracted ſcme 
Debts in the World, which occaſioned him 
to fly for Refuge into White: Fryers, where he 
had the Unhappineſs to be Engaged in ſuch an 
unworthy Deſign, and _ Violent Attempt, as 
aforeſaid. _ Th ES 

He had not much 'to offer in his Defence 
at his Tryal, only inthe Genera], that altho? 
he was there amongſt the Mulrtitude, yet 
there-were others that Shot, and therefore the 
Man might fall by another handas well ashis, 
or to that Effect, &>c. Aﬀter Condemnation he 
Behav'd himſelf in a Chriflian dike manner, 
being much Concerned for his Souls Everla- 
ſting Welfare, deſiring the Advice, Good 
Counſel, and Prayers, of all thoſe Worthy 
Divines that came near him, acknowledging 
the Juſtice of God, in bringing him to Under- 
g9 ſo Severe a Puniſhment, tor tbat he had 
been guilty of ſeveral Irregularities in the 
Courleof his Life, and had not walked up to 


the ſtri& Rules of the Chriſtian Religion as - 


he aught to have done, which he now La- 
mented, and was exceedingly trouvled for, 
therefore he hoped that God would forgive 
him, being willing to ſubmitro the Righteous 
Judgemenr of God Almighty. Hegave him- 
ſelf ro Reading, Prayer, Hearing God's Word, 
and to all other Exerciſes of Religion, being 
willing to adhear to all Scalonable Advice,that 
might any ways advance his mind, and {er 
his thoughts on Heavenly Things, Relyingon- 
[y upen the Merits of Chriſt, for his fubure 


Happineſs ; he carryed himſelt-humbly, du- 


ring his Impriſoament, both before and after 
"Conviction, though Naturally of a ſtout, har- 
dy, and undaunted ſpirit, was no ways af- 
frighted at the near_ approaches of Death, gt- 
ving God the Praiſe tor ſuchaReſpite of Time, 
in. Order to prepare. his ſoul for another

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On Wedneſday morning, the 17:5. Inſtant 
as aboveſaid, (by Vertne of a Freſh Warrant 
from her Majeſty).he was put intoa Coach ar

Prayed with him, and for him, and Res! 
commended him to the Mercy of God, &c.
